ECONOMIC PROBLEM: 


"The 
only issue in which the 


American people will be really In- 
terested next year will be the 
economic situation," said Hastings. 
"Unless that improves, the situa- 
tion for the Republican party will 
be serious. We will have a hard 
fight on our hands. If conditions 
continue to improve and the nation 
is enjoying reasonably fair pros- 
perity, the Democrats will be left 


. in a hopeless minority, as usual."

He told of 
the gradual 


wresting of the land from the 
Aboriginies, the Indians, 
through treaties which were 
always broken by the whites. 
He described the early settle- 
ment of Ohio; of the first cap- 
ital being placed at Chillico- 
the; of the organization of 
Pickaway-co and the final set- 
tlement of the county seat at 
what is now Circleville. In 
his talk Dr. Jones told of the 
village of Jefferson, south of 
this city, at the Delia Phillips 
farm, which was founded be- 
fore Circleville was known 


and which at one time boasted 
300 residents. 


Three men were sent out by 


the state government at Chil- 
licothe to find a suitable site 
for the seat of the new coun- 
ty, Pickaway. .These men re- 
ported that the most favor- 
able site was inside a stock- 
ade four miles north of Jeff- 
erson. That spot, now Cir- 
cleville, was made the county 
seat and the residents of Jeff- 
erson gradually Amoved here 
until the town was no more. 


Dr. Jones explained rapid 


growth of the village and the 
gradual falling off of its in- 
crease due to unfavorable 
stories published in national 
magazines about conditions 
here. One man broadcast that 
the town was the most evil 
place he was ever in, and an- 
other reported, through the 
Atlantic Monthly, that the 
town was disease stricken. 


The talk was. well received

"Prohibition is a social question. 


It is not truly an enconomic or 
political issue, so far as a presi- 
dential compaign is concerned. The 
effort to blame agricultural de- 
pression on prohibition seems pre- 
posterous to me, when the wets 
in the same breath assert the na- 
tion is spending between three and 
eight billion dollars annually on 
contraband liquor. The two state- 
ments are in direct conflict. 


"The real cause of agricultural 


depression is over-production, 
or 


the production of a greater supply 
in particular farm product than 
the people can consume. This is 
attributable to the fact that the 
American people are eating less 
bread—which means wheat—and 
less corn products per capita than 
when agriculture was prosperous. 
The people stmply are eating dif- 
ferent foods. It is significant that 
in the very period, in which, wheat 
and corn consumption shows a de- 
cline on the per capita basis, the 
consumption of fruits and green 
vegetable* has Increased. 
"It may be that doctors are the 


cause of our farm .depression. But 
whatever the cause, tbe people are

I he pioiect show that uppioxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the officially 
caprkcd fields yietu'ed 100 busliels 
01 more per acre. 


In his talk, which was prese:it- 


od as a part of the regular fann 
night program over the state uni 
versity radio' station, every Mon- 
day from 7 to 9 p. m.. Reed <l3- 
cli'ied 
that 
the records 
of 700 


farmers showed a yield of between 
60 and 70 bushels per acre to cost 
35 cents a bushel, a yield of be- 
t\vc3n 70 and 90 bushels cost 51 
cents a bushel to produce, a yield 
of above 110 bushels cost 22 cents 
a bushel. This indicates that the 
extra cost required in producing 
tne higher yields were profitable 
investments.
